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6, WE MADE CLEAR OUR INTENTION TO PURSUE THIS MATTER 
VIGOROUSLY AS IS OUR RIGHT UNDER THE BILATERAL CONSULAR 
CONVENTION AND AS WE WILL IN EVERY CASE OF AN AMERICAN 
CITIZEN SIMILARLY DEPRIVED OF HIS RIGHT TO MOVE ABOUT 
FREELY. WE ASKED THAT THE QUESTIONS OF WHEREABOUTS 
AND ACCESS BE ANSWERED AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE

7. COMMENT: FAN WAS OBVIOUSLY READY FOR OUR VISIT AND
